ROMULUS TO BENEFIT 


$6 Million Sewer Bond Issue 
Approved by County Board 


ROMULUS - A major step 
in the economic development 
of Brownstown Township has 
beerr taken with approval of 
the township’s $6-million 
sewer bond issue by the Wayne 
County Board of Supervisors. 

The revenue bonds will be 
used to finance extensions and 
improvements to the Wayne 
County Metropolitan Sewerage 
Disposal System in the 
townships. 

Township Supervisor Donald 
D. Mahoney predicted that the 
additional facilities would 
attract major industrial 
development to the area 

In pledging the faith and 
credit of the county for the 
bond issue, the Board of 
Supervisors insured that the 
township would be able to 
market the bonds at the lowest 
interest rate available. The 
supervisors acted Thursday, 


IN RECOMMENDING 
approval, the Supervisors* 
Public Works Committee 
reported; 

“The committee was advised 
that Brownstown Township 
contains large tracts of land 
suitable for major industrial 
development. The committee 
was also advised that, without 
sewer and water development, 
the land would be undeveloped 
and could not contribute 
economically to the welfare of 
the County.’* 

The danger of hepatitis 
outbreaks due to inadequate 
sewerage was among the 
factors considered by the 
Board of Supervisors. Such 
outbreaks have occurred, the 
board was told.

ROMULUS - A 
recommendation that a 
moratorium on zoning and 
rezoning of property in 
Romulus Township 
become effective 
immediately was approved 
by the Township Board. 

The Romulus Planning 
Commission had previously 
recommended a 90-day 
moratorium on requests to 
rezone for multiple dwelling 
and a 30-day moratorium on 
all other type zoning petitions 
to permit township planning 
consultants to make further 
study relative to Romulus’ 
master plan. 

Joseph Wallis, township 
treasurer and secretary of the 
Planning Commission, stated 
that the moratorium action 
was made necessary by the 
increase in multiple dwellings 
and the current rise in petitions 
for rezoning for multiple units. 

Parkins, Rogers & Associates, 
township planning consultants, 
are presently updating the 
township’s master plan and 
zoning map as well as 
conducting a land use study. 

The sum of $8,000 (one 
third of cost) has been 
budgeted for the land use 
study by the township under 
Federal Program 701 that 
provides for two thirds federal 
payment of study costs. 


OK Study of Mass Transit 
System to Metro Airport 


ROMULUS - The Wayne 
County T Board of Supervisor* 
approved plans for a study of 
the feasibility of a mass transit 
system between the vicinity of 
Detroit-Metropolitan Wayne 
County Airport and. downtown 
Detroit, Edmund Bizek. (D) of 
Romulus 24th District 
Supervisor announced. 

The study would be 
sponsored jointly by the 
county, the City of Detroit and 
the Southeastern Michigan 
Transportation Authority 
(SEMTA). The transportation 
committee of the supervisors 
headed by Bizek recommended 
the study . 

The Fedeial Government will 
be asked to underwrite 
two-thirds of the cost of the 
SI 20,000 study. Two-thirds of 


the remaining $40,000 would 
be paid by the city and 
one-third by SEMTA. 

The Board of Supervisors 
directed various county 
agencies to “provide advice, 
data and committee 
participation as needed in 
carrying out such a grant. ’ The 
county was asked to contribute 
funds. 

Bizek said, there ^is “no 
doubt’’ that some form of mass 
transit is needed between 
downtown Detroit and the 
airport. 

“It is absolutely essential 
that we get into a study^ of 
some form of rapid transit,’’ he 
stated. There are tiroes already

standstill on the 1-94 freeway.

“At a time when we are 
straining to develop rapid 
transit systems, discontinuance 
of these trains would be a sad 
step backward,” declared 
Pursell, who was designated to 
represent the Baord of 
Supervisors in the matter.

LANSING - The Michigan 
Association of Non-Public 
Schools (MANS) has published 
a booklet urging state aid for 
the education of Michigan’s 
3 1 5 ,000 non-public school 
children.

Exemption Law, Harold 
Reiner, deputy assessor, 
announced this week. 

Based on a tabulation of last 
year’s report, there are 30 
senior citizens and 
approximately 20 veterans who 
have failed to submit their 
applications, Reiner reported. 

All eligible Michigan 
homeowners, who are 65 years 
of age and over will need to file 
an affidavit at* the local 
assessor’s office (Romulus 
Township Hall) for a tax 
reduction on their 1969 taxes. 
Those who filed Jast year must 
do so again, Reiner stated. 

Applicants must file between 
Jan. 2 and early March. Senior 
citizens, 65 and over, and state 


residents for more than five 
years arc eligible for the 
exemption if their homestead 
and real property value does 
not exceed $10,000 state 
equalized, and their gross 
income does not exceed 
$5,000. 

Veterans are limited to the 
same on ^property valuation , 
but $7,500 on gross income.

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Coming of Spring How Jets Are Tested For Safety, Performance 

Time to Start Anew 


T he welcofne freshness of the new spring season 
approaches. 

Since the beginning of time. Spring has been 
nature’s way of reminding man that life is a never-ending 
process. 

During the spring months of March. April, May and 
June, as the sun rises higher in the Northern Hemisphere, 
the trees leaf out. 6rops flourish, the scent of flowers 
fills the air and the new young of all nature’s creatures 
look about them with wonder at the beauty of the land 
and the blueness of the sky. 

Depending upon where we live, our thoughts will turn 
to the pursuits of spring gardening, Easter bonnets, 
vacations, weekend treks to the coasts, mountains and 
lakes. One and all, we will enjoy the general state of 
somnolence known as spring fever that always makes its 
appearance after a dreary winter. 

The springtime of life is now, and we should make the 
most of it. We should accept nature’s invitation to enjoy 
the good things of creation, to lay aside bitterness, 
tension and prejudice. 

Spring is the time to start anew, and only the foolish 
will deny it. 

Closing Today’s 
Generation Gap 

I n the depression years of the early and middle 
1930’s, a college education was a privilege, often 
reserved for those with the stamina to work and 
go to school at the same time. 

It is exceedingly difficult for people of that generation 
to view with a great deal of tolerance, the riots and 
vandalism that are making a shambles of college 
campuses today - a condition that seems to go along 
with the assumption that higher education is an 
inalienable right. How inalienable this right remains may 
depend on the course of inflation. 

The cost of going to school is soaring, and education is 
among all the other fine social goals threatened by the 
declining value of the dollar. 

For example Board of Education’s in many areas of 
the country have revised upward the cost estimates of 
building projects proposed in 1967. 

Rising construction costs caused the Board’s to boost 
their recommended outlay by hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in the space of one year, and eventually these 
additional outlays will be reflected in higher tuition fees 
and other costs of going to college. 

Present day affluence may partially explain the 
generation gap we hear so much about. But, rising costs 
of inflation may help close that gap as young people 
begin to learn that a college education is something to be 
respected, treasured and earned - not taken for granted. 



WHAT MAKES IT FL 
How in heavens does it get 
the ground? ... Is such a huge 
airplane really safe to fly? Over 
and over again, these questions 
are just a few that are 
constantly uttered every time 
the average person watches one 
of the modern-day giant jet air 
transports take off and fly 
away at near sonic speeds. 

The giant aircrafts of today 
are tested and proven far more 
than any other inode of 
transportation in the world 
today. Long before being 
placed into service, both 
military and civilian aircraft of 
all makes are put through paces 
never even dreamed of by the 
passenger who comfortably sits 
in a jetliner while winging 
along at speeds over 500 miles 
per hour to their destination. 

What does it take to prove 
out a new type airplane? To 
make certain it flies according 
to design and lives up to all the 
engineer’s predictions? 

It is hard to believe, among 
other things, it takes 20 barrels 
of water, some television 
cameras and a big 14-track tape 
recorder. Plus almost three 
years of 40 hours a week. 

* • * 

TYPICAL EXAMPLE is 
when recently Boeing’s first 
737 twinjet took to the air to 
begin an exhaustive flight test 
program. More than three tons 
of electronic equipment filled 
the cabin usually taken up by 
plush passenger seats and 
interior appointments. Miles 
and miles of wire led from 
hundreds of sensitive built-in 
gauges located all over the 
jetliner to feed information 
into an electronic maze. The 


gauges detect temperatures, 
pressures and loads as the 
airplane is put through its 
paces. 

The steady stream of 
information fed into a tape 
recorder mounted in one of the 
complex equipment racks 
bolted to the cabin floor. The 
heart of this recording system 
is an inch-wide, 14-track tape 
which handles 60,000 readings 
a minute. Each track on the 
tape was linked to as many as 
43 gauges which are “read” at 
split-second intervals. 

The data recorded in this 
tape range from highly 
technical information about 
stability, control and engine 
formance to work-a-day 
u .ails even on how well the air 
conditioning system is 
performing. After each flight 
the tapes were fed into 
computers and the analyzed 
results made available in 48 
hours. 

* • • 

SO ACTUALLY, about 200 
flight test engineers were 
“looking" over the pilot’s 
shoulder when the 
1 1 3-passenger jetliner lifted 
from the runway on its maiden 
flight. With this array of 
sophisticated electronic data 
gathering and analysis 
equipment, nothing was 
missed. In addition, a closed 
circuit TV system aboard the 
aircraft provided quick visual 
reference. Exterior surfaces on 
the plane were “on camera” 
during the flight, watched by 
the test crew on a monitor set. 

Because of the complexity of 
the flight test program, the 
first four 737 aircraft off the 
line were slated for flight test 
work. By using four test planes 
instead of one, engineers 
shortened the test program to 
less than seven months which 
with one plane would have 
required more than two years. 

While three of the jetliners 
were packed with instruments, 
the interior of the fourth had 
all the appcrances of a jetliner 
in service. This latter was used 
to prove out those systems 
with which passengers are more 


familiar with, emergency 
oxygen, good, clean water, 
lavatories and not to forget, a 
plug for the coffee pot. 

OTHER PLANES 
concentrated -on the technical 
side. Structural rests to 
confirm the soundness of 
design, complete checkout of 
all systems, fuel, electrical and 
hydraulic plus further study of 
the aircraft’s aerodynamics. 

Not to forget the earlier 
mentioned “water barrels." 
They rode in the cargo 
compartment with delicate 
electronic gear. The 1,200 
gallons of water, weighing 
more than four and one-half 
tons, were used to vary the 
planes’ center of gravity and 
gross weight providing more 
usable flight test data. 

The results of such a testing 
program, together with a static 
test model which was put 
through all types of torture on 
the ground, makes the average 
jetliner a very thoroughly 
tested aircraft by the time it is 
introduced into actual airline 
service. 

So remember, whenever you 
look up at one of these jet sky 
giants, it has been tortured, 
tried and flight tested way 
beyond its required limitations 
and by plain facts and 
comparison vital statistics, it is 
the safest form of travel in the 
world today.

And I get letters telling me 1 would 
wail a different tune if I lived in a big city 
where there is a nigger with aTazor in 
every doorway. 

Some of the letter-writers preface their 
venom with the usual sickening 
platitudes: “Some of my best friends 
. . ,” But the haters always end up writing 
about “they.” “They” are lazy. “They” 
throw garbage in their backyards. “They” 
want to kill all white men and rape all 
white women. “They” snatched my 
aunts’s purse six times. 

And with that simple word “they,” the 
letter writers reveal their ignorance. The 
haters stick the caution sign on every 
black child in Detroit because Rap Brown 
clenched his fist in Boston. 

It would make equal sense if I quit 
eating spaghetti because of the Mafia. 

Another thing many of the haters tell 
me is to read the News and I’ll know how 
dangerous it is to live in Detroit. They are 
referring to the “Crime in the Streets” 
column which each day lists the hold-ups 
and muggings and rapes. The News always 
identifies the criminals as Negro or white. 
This is a mistake and I hope the News 
editor will some day wake up and cut it 
put. 

Naturally, most of the muggers are 
Negroes. There are 600,000 Negroes 
living in the inner city and for whatever 
good or bad reasons, some of them are 
vicious crooks. But what color are the 
victims of these street crimes? The News 
skims this. Thus the reader gets a false

crimes. “They” are scared too, man. 

If the News is going to report 
complexions, it should report them all. 
Otherwise, the newspaper is needlessly 
fanning dangerous fires (“Look Martha, 
another dirty nigger hit an old man.”) - 
and giving ammunition to the type of 
racists who write me stupid letters. The 
truth is, the only decent reasons for a 
newspaper to publish a criminal’s color 
are if the crime is racial (that’s news) or if 
the information will aid in the capture of 
a fugitive or in the protection of the 
public (that’s good citizenship). None of 
these circumstances apply to most of the 
street crimes reported by the News. 

OK. Now that I’ve eliminated the NcWs 
as a possible place of employment, let’s 
get back to my lily wljite mail . . . 

The haters accuse me of condoning 
street crime, or of doubting it really 
exists. Nuts. Thu thugs disgust me, too. 
And they frighten me. If some black 
bums come after me, I’m not going to 
pull out some clipped columns and ask 
them to read how liberal I am. I am going 
to run as fast as George Wallace would. 

.No, I know the problem is there. And l 
can understand why people (and 
newspapers) are more upset by two-bit 
muggings than they arc by more 
sophisticated crimes which take manv 
more dollars from their pockets. Nothing 
hits closer to home than a club on the 
head. 

But the first step toward stopping 
Crime in the Streets is to realize that 
every black face in the street does not 
belong to a mugger. 

White people should think hard about 
this: Do unto others as you would have 
them do unto you - if your skin were 
black.

older persons. Among the 15 
to 24 age group, fatalities 
increased nine percent - from 
21,400 in 1967 to 23,300 in 
1968. 

Although some of this can be 
attributed to the increase in 
population in these age groups, 
the fact remains that there was 
a sharp rise in accidental death 
among younger persons, even 
figured on a percentage basis. 
Overall, fatalities from all 
accidents in the United States 
during 1968 (among all age 
groups) increased two percent, 
or approximately 2,000, 
bringing the 1968 total to 
114,000. But as noted above 
there were 2,800 among ages 5 
through 24. 

Much of the increase in the 
fatalities among our younger 
people was in • the area of 
traffic accidents. 

Deaths in traffic among 
persons 5 through 1 were up 


1,400. Obviously, we are not 
meeting the needs of today's 
youth. Yesterday’s shop-worn 
methods - ‘the Johnny-Do- 
This and the Johnny-Don’t 
Do-That ’-simply will no longer 
work.

Agitation is Hit by EMU Student Group 


Spring will officially arrive 
on March 20 at 2:08 p.m., 
some six hours later than last 
year. University of Michigan 
astronomer has reported. 

Prof. Hard M. Losh says that 
at that hour the sun will arrive 
at the vernal equinox, the 
equator, on its way north. 

The six-hour time lag is 
traced to the difference 
between the number of days in 
our calendar (365) and the 
time used by the earth to travel 
around the sun (365.2422 
days). 

On the 20th, the sun will rise 
and set almost exactly at the 
east and west points, and the 
day and night are said to be of 
equal length. But in reality, the 
day is longer. 


ALTHOUGH the sun is 
above the horizon for 12 
hours, it may be seen a few 
minutes before it comes up and 


for a time alter it has set, since 
the light rays are bent as they 
pass through the atmosphere. 

“The day and night are more 
nearly of the same length 
about three days before the 
equinox,” Prof. Losh says. 

The Spring stars and the 
constellations are beginning to 
make their appearance, but 
Venus continues as the bright 
“evening star” in the western 
sky. Jupiter, rising almost 
directly in the east and visible 
all night, dominates the sky. 
According to Prof. Losh, it will 
reach the meridian on March 
21 , around midnight. 

Spica, called “Queen Star of 
the Spring,” can be located by 
continuing the sweep of the 
Big Dipper’s handle past 
Arcturus.

Dr. William A. Barry, 
psychologist at the University 
of Michigan Bureau of 
Psychological Services, reports 
that wives are more likely than 
husbands to respond with 
personal attack during an 
argument. 

Husbands are more likely to 
suggest making up. 

Dr. Barry evaluated the 
behavior of newlyweds in 
experimental situations at the 
Nationals Institute of Mental 
Health, in Bethesda, Md. Fifty 
newlyweds were chosen for the 
experiment from marriage 
records in the greater 
Washington area.

THE SUBJECTS were all 
white, four months married, 
and high school graduates. The 
husbands were between 20 and 
27 years of age and the wives 
between 1 8 and 25. 

Dr. Barry cautions that the 
study was limited. One might 
get far different results from a 
group other than young, white, 
m id d le-class Eastern 
metropolitan newlyweds. 

The experiment involved 
interpreting the behavior of the 
wives and the husbands in four 
situations. 

In one situation, both were 
to suppose that it was their 
first wedding anniversary. The 
husband had made plans for 
dinner at an elegant restaurant 
and had paid in advance. The 
wife had spent the afternoon 
preparing a special dinner. 

In the second situation, the 
husband wants to watch one 
television program while his 
expectant wife wants to watch 
another.

Tax Surcharge Computing 
Errors Delaying Refunds 


DETROIT - Many local 
taxpayers are making mistakes 
in computing the new tax 
surcharge on their 1968 
Federal income lax returns. A. 
M. Stoepler, District Director 
of Internal Revenue for 
Michigan, reported. 

Some taxpayers are 
forgetting to add the surcharge 
to their regular tax while 
others are figuring it 
incorrectly, Stoepler said. If 
the taxpayer is expecting a 
refund, it will be delayed until 
the mistake is corrected. 

To avoid mistakes and 
refund delays, Stoepler 
suggested that taxpayers read 
the instructions that come with 
the tax forms. The tax 
surcharge is explained in both 
the 1040 and 1 040A 
instructions. 

The Director said the tax 
surcharge on 1968 income 


amounts to Vh percent of the 
taxpayer's regular tax. For 
example, if a person’s tax was 
$1,000 before the surcharge.it 
would be $1,075 with the 
surcharge taken into account. 

Although the surcharge is 
generally described as a 10 
percent tax, it did not become 
effective until April 1, 1968, 
Stoepler said, simplify 

calculations for taxpayers, 
Congress specified that 
taxpayers pay Vh percent of 
the tax on all of their 1968 
income rather than 10 percent 
of the tax on income earned 
after April l, 1968.

A Step In Right Direction 

Dear Boss, 

Got something to tell you Do you remember when I told 

you about those basketball coaches and athletic directors 

getting together for supper at Seit’s to pick the Associated 

^wsoaocjsj All-Area teams? 

And you got to hand it to Bigos, the owner. Instead of 
seating us in some niche of the restaurant, he moved us right 
out in the front - the main dining room - so that the public 
could see us at work. 

Good public relations, huh? 

Boss. 1 hope Pin not putting the cart before the horse, am I? 
Please let me explain. 

In previous years I used to pick these teams and when the 
mamas and the papas and the sweethearts saw that their 
favorite was not on the team they’d come running at me. Now, 

I didn’t mind the sweethearts - oh, but those mamas and 
papas They can be mean - and I do mean mean! 

Well, at the beginning of the season we got together with the 
coaches and the athletic directors and set up a Panel Of Four 
composed of Harry Hidenfelter, of Belleville; Don Domke, 
John Glenn, Bill Elliott, of Wayne Memorial and Bill Mills, or 
Cherry Hill. 

All are athletic directors and know the name of the game. 

We set aside Feb. 27, 1969 as the date to hold hearings on 
the candidates.

an ordinance providing for the acquiring, 
furnishing and equipping by the township OF ROMULUS 

BUILDING AUTHORITY OF A MUNICIPAL BUILDING AND A 
LIBRARY. TOGETHER WITH SITE, PARKING AND 
APPURTENANCES FOR THE USE OF THE TOWNSHIP OF 
ROMULUS; PROVIDING FOR THE ISSUANCE OF REVENUE 
BONDS TO DEFRAY THE COST THEREOF; AND PROVIDING FOR 
OTHER MATTERS RELATIVE TO SAID IMPROVEMENTS AND 
SAID BONDS. 

PREAMBLE 

WHEREAS, the Township of Romulus Building Authority 
(hereinafter referred to as the “Authority”), has been duly 
incorporated by the Township of Romulus, a municipal corporation of 
the State of Michigan, pursuant to the provisions of Act 31 , Public Acts 
of Michigan, 1948 (First Extra Session), as amended, for the purpose of 
acquiring, furnishing, equipping, owning, improving, enlarging, 
operating and/or maintaining a building or buildings, automobile 
parking lots or structures thereon and the necessary site or sites 
therefor for lease to and the use of the Township of Romulus; and 

WHEREAS, the Authority, pursuant to Act 31, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1948 (First Extra Session), as amended, and its Articles of 
Incorporation, proposes to acquire, furnish and equip for the Township 
a new municipal building and a new library, together with a single site 
therefor, parking facilities and all related appurtenances, said 
improvements to be situated on land more particularly described in the 
contract hereinafter set forth; and 

WHEREAS, the total cost of acquiring, furnishing and equipping 
said project is estimated to be the sum of One Million Nine Hundred 
Seventy-Five Thousand ($1,975,000.00) Dollars, which will include the 
costs of site purchase and development, including parking, acquiring, 
furnishing and equipping the buildings, architects’ fees, legal and 
financing fees, eight months’ capitalized interest on the bonds and 
contingencies; and 

WHEREAS, the Authority proposes, in accordance with the 
authorization contained in Act 31, Public Acts of Michigan 1948 (First 
Extra Session), as amended, to provide at this time for the issuance of 
revenue bonds in the aggregate principal sum of One Million Nine 
Hundred Seventy-five Thousand ($1,975,000.00) Dollars to finance the 
cost of said project; and 

WHEREAS, said Authority and the Township of Romulus have 
entered into a contract for the leasing of said project, which said 
contract is herein set forth in full and made a part of this Ordinance as 
follows: 

LEASE 

MADE AND E X E C U T E D this 20th day of February, 
1969. by and between the TOWNSHIP OF ROMULUS BUILDING 
AUTHORITY, a public corporation organized and existing under the 
authority of Act 31, Public Acts of Michigan, 1948 (Extra First 
Session), as amended, (hereinafter referred to as the "AUTHORITY”), 
and the TOWNSHIP OF ROMULUS, a Michigan municipal corporation 
organized and existing under the Constitution and laws of the State of 
Michigan (hereinafter referred to as the ‘TOWNSHIP”); 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, the AUTHORITY has been incorporated under and in 
pursuance of the provisions of Act 31, Public Acts of Michigan, 1948 
(First Extra Session), as amended, for the purpose of acquiring, 
furnishing, equipping, owning, improving, enlarging, operating and/or 
maintaining a building or buildings, automobile parking lots or 
structures thereon, and the necessary site or sites therefor for the use of 
the TOWNSHIP; and 

WHEREAS, the TOWNSHIP desires to acquire the use of a new 
municipal building and a new library, together with a single site 
therefor, parking facilities and all related appurtenances, as hereinafter 
described (which new buildings and the site therefor are herein 
sometimes called “Project”), and the AUTHORITY is willing to 
acquire, construct and develop said Project and lease the same to the 
TOWNSHIP; and 

WHEREAS, if this agreement were not executed between these 
parties, the TOWNSHIP would be compelled to acquire said 
improvements by other means in the foreseeable future to provide the 
necessary’ facilities for municipal purposes in order to protect the public 
health, safety and welfare of the citizens of the TOWNSHIP, at a c^st 
to the TOWNSHIP greater than the rental required to be paid 
hereunder; and 

WHEREAS, the site upon which said Project will be constructed and 
developed is a certain parcel of land described in Exhibit A attached 
hereto and made a part of this Lease, unencumbered fee simple title to 
acquired by the AUTHORITY pursuant to this Lease; and 
s ElfcEAS, the total cost of the Project is estimated to be in the 
_One Million Nine Hundred Seventy-five Thousand 
Dollars, which will include the architects’ fees, legal 
and financing fees, site costs, eight months’ capitalized interest and 
contingencies; and 

WHEREAS, the cost of said Project is to be provided by authorizing 
the issuance of revenue bonds by the AUTHORITY pursuant to the 
provisions of Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended; and 

WHEREAS, as a prerequisite to the authorization and issuance of 
said bonds, it is necessary for the parties hereto to enter into a final 
lease contract whereby the AUTHORITY will lease to the TOWNSHIP 
and the TOWNSHIP will hire from the AUTHORITY the said Project 
for a period extending beyond the last maturity date of the said bonds, 
but not to exceed a period of forty (40) years; 

IT IS, THEREFORE, AGREED BY AND BETWEEN THE 
PARTIES HERETO, for and in consideration of the agreement and 
covenants of each other and moneys to be paid one to the other, as 
follows: 

1. The TOWNSHIP will, promptly upon delivery of the bonds herein 
referred to, sell and transfer tp the AUTHORITY unencumbered fee 
simple title to the parcel of land described in the preamble hereto, for 
use by the AUTHORITY solely as a site for the buildings to be 
constructed by said AUTHORITY for the TOWNSHIP pursuant hereto. 
The AUTHORITY agrees to purchase said property from the 
TOWNSHIP for the sum of $67,846.00 and to use such property for 
said purpose. 

The AUTHORITY will, on or before March 1, 1969, enter into a 
final contract for the construction of said Project as described in the 
preamble hereto, in accordance with detailed plans and specifications as 
prepared by ’ O’Dell, Hewlett & Luckenbach, Inc., architects, of 
Birmingham, Michigan, said Project to be completed for the use of the 
TOWNSHIP on or before June 1, 1970, provided that no final 
construction contracts shall be entered into by the AUTHORITY until 
revenue bonds to defray the cost thereof have been sold. 

2. In consideration of the rentals and other terms and conditions 
herein specified, the AUTHORITY does hereby let and lease to the 
TOWNSHIP the Project to be acquired and constructed and the site 
therefor, TO HAVE AND TO HOLD for a term commencing on or 
before June 1, 1970, and ending on a day forty (40) years from the 
date hereof, or such lesser period as may be authorized by the 
provisions of this contract. 

3. The annual rentals to be paid by the TOWNSHIP shall be One 
Hundred Fifty-one Thousand Three Hundred Fifty ($151,350.00) 
Dollars, payable on the fifteenth day of April. 1970, and on the 
fifteenth day of April each year thereafter (which annual rental is 
hereinafter called "fixed annual rental”). 

The fixed annual rentals herein required are in an amount sufficient 
to meet, as they mature, the principal and interest payments on the 
revenue bonds to be issued by the AUTHORITY in the total authorized 
principal sum of One Million Nine Hundred Seventy-five Thousand 
($1,975,000.00) Dollars, and to provide for a debt service reserve 
therefor, and after establishment of said reserve, to provide funds to 
call bonds prior to maturity. 

In the event an increase in the fixed annual rentals herein provided 
becomes necessary in order to provide adequate funds for the 
AUTHORITY to meet its debt service requirements on the bonds issued 
and outstanding, and the necessary reserve requirements, the 
TOWNSHIP agrees to pay the increased annual rental. 

The TOWNSHIP, in its sole discretion, in any annual period, may 
pay in advance any portion of its fixed annual rental in excess of the 
annual requirement, in which event the AUTHORITY shall credit the 
TOWNSHIP with advance payment of such future fixed annual rental 
requirements as may be specified by the TOWNSHIP, in the amounts 
prepaid. » 

4. The TOWNSHIP, at its own expense during the term of the 
within lease, shall operate, maintain and keep in repair the Project, and 
the expense in connection therewith shall be borne and paid by the 
TOWNSHIP, in addition to all other rentals herein required. Operation 
and maintenance shall be deemed to include, but not to the exclusion 
of any other items not herein specified, lighting, heating, snow and 
debris removal, painting and such other repair and maintenance items as 
are necessary to provide for efficient operation of the Project and to 
keep the same in good repair and working order, providing such 
attendants and janitorial service as may be necessary, securing proper 
insurance coverage, and paying all the administrative cost of the 

AUTHORITY. 

5. The TOWNSHIP will include in its budget for the fiscal year 
commencing April 1, 1969, and shall include in its budget for each 
fiscal year thereafter, an amount sufficient to pay the total obligations 
under this contract, including the fixed annual rentals and the 
operation and maintenance costs of the Project as herein specified fot 
the next ensuing fiscal year. The fixed annual rentals and obligations 
for operation and maintenance costs specified in this contract shall be 
deemed to be an operating expense of the TOWNSHIP. On or before 
September 1st of each and every fiscal year the TOWNSHIP shall 
prepare a statement of the moneys to be included in the next ensuing 
fiscal budget for the fixed annual rentals and operation and 
maintenance costs of the Project. The AUTHORITY shall have the right 
and privilege to communicate directly with the Board of Trustees of the 
TOWNSHIP regarding any disrupted items in said budget, and in any 


event the budget shall be reasonably adequate to cover the obligations 
of the TOWNSHIP herein contained in this Lease. In no event shall the 
amounts to be included by the TOWNSHIP in its annual budget for the 
maintenance, operating and rental expenses in connection with this 
Lease be less than the amount required to reasonably maintain said 
Project and to pay promptly and fully all obligations maturing under 
this Lease, as well as the debt service in connection with any revenue 
bonds issued, or to be issued, by the AUTHORITY in connection with 
the acquisition, improvement and leasing of the Project, and in no event 
shall the TOWNSHIP’S obligation in any such annual budget be less 
than the amount required by law. 

6. The TOWNSHIP may install in the Project such equipment or 
fixtures as it may desire, but shall not make any permanent alterations 
to the Project without the written consent of the AUTHORITY. 

7. The TOWNSHIP covenants and agrees that it will not permit the 
use of the leased premises in any manner that will substantially increase 
the rate of insurance thereon, or for any purpose which will result in a 
violation of local, state or federal laws, rules or regulations, now or 
hereafter in force and applicable thereto, and shall keep the 
AUTHORITY harmless and indemnified at all times against any loss, 
cost, damage or expense by any accident, loss, casualty or damage 
resulting to any person or property through any use, misuse, or nonuse 
of said premises, or by reason of any act or thing done or not done on, 
in or about said leased premises or in relation thereto. The TOWNSHIP 
further covenants and agrees that it will promptly, and at its own 
expense, make and pay for any and all changes and alterations in or 
about the leased premises, which, during the terms of this Lease, may 
be required to be made any time by reason of local, state or federal 
laws, and to save the AUTHORITY harmless and free from all cost or 
damage in respect thereto. 

8. To carry out the acquisition and improvement of the Project and 
the financing thereof in accordance with the provisions of Act 31, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1948 (First Extra Session), as amended, the 
following actions shall be taken by the AUTHORITY: 

(a) The AUTHORITY will, immediately Upon the execution of 
this Lease, enact the necessary ordinance to authorize the 
issuance of revenue bonds in the aggregate principal sum of One 
Million Nine Hundred Seventh-five Thousand Dollars 
($1,975,000.00) Dollars, pursuant to the authorization contained 
in Act 31. Public Acts of Michigan, 1948 (First Extra Session), as 
amended, being the amount estimated to be sufficient to pay the 
full cost of the acquisition, construction and development of said 
Project, together with architects’ fees, legal and financing 
expenses, eight months’ capitalized interest and .contingencies. 
The AUTHORITY will offer for sale and take such other 
necessary legal procedures as may be necessary to sell said bonds 
as soon as final construction bids have been received, said bids to 
be held for final acceptance pending sale of said bonds. 

(b) Thc AUTHORITY will, immediately upon the sale of the 
- bonds herein provided for, but prior to the delivery thereof, enter 

into and execute contracts for the acquisition, construction and 
developing of said Project in accordance with the plans and 
specifications therefor prepared and approved by the 
AUTHORITY and the TOWNSHIP, and no changes in said plans 
and specifications shall be made by the AUTHORITY without 
the consent of the TOWNSHIP, said contracts to specify a 
completion date of not later than June 1. 1970. The 
AUTHORITY shall not execute any contract in connection with 
the acquisition, construction and development of said Project 
until the same has been approved by the Board of Trustees of the 
TOWNSHIP. 

(c) The AUTHORITY will require and secure from any contractor 
undertaking the construction of said Project necessary and proper 
bonds to guarantee the performance of said contract, in such 
amount and in such form as may be approved by attorneys of the 
TOWNSHIP, and such labor and material bonds as arc required by 
law. 

(d) The AUTHORITY will, immediately upon receipt of the 
proceeds of the sale of the revenue bonds, comply with all 
requirements provided for in the ordinance relative to the 
disposition and use of such proceeds. 

(e) ln the event for any reason there are not sufficient funds to 
complete the acquisition, construction and development of the 
Project, and additional funds become necessary therefor it is 
agreed by the parties hereto that either of the following methods 
of providing said additional funds shall be used: 

(1) The TOWNSHIP may pay the necessary funds as additional 
advance rentals and obtain credit or repayment therefor out 
of future rentals due under the terms of this contract after all 
outstanding revenue bonds of the AUTHORITY issued in 
connection with this Project are paid. 

(2) This Lease may be amended to increase the amount of the 
fixed annual rental to be paid by the TOWNSHIP in an 
amount fully sufficient to amortize additional revenue bonds 
issued by the AUTHORITY to provide sufficient funds to 
complete theProject. 

9. The AUTHORITY shall deliver possession of the space leased by 
this contract to the TOWNSHIP not later than June 1, 1970. In the 
event the acquisition, construction and development of the Project for 
reasons unforeseen is not completed by that date, the obligation of the 
TOWNSHIP for the payment of the fixed annual rentals shall in any 
event remain in full for^e and effect in order to provide for the 
payment of interest and principal on the revenue bonds issued by the 
AUTHORITY. 

10. There shall be no abatement of the fixed annual rentals required 
to be made by the TOWNSHIP in the event of a casualty that results' in 
the Project being not tcnantable. If. in the judgment of the 
AUTHORITY the fjinds received from 'any insurance policies, or 
otherwise, shall be insufficient to make the Project usable or 
tenantable, then, in that case, the AUTHORITY shall hold and/or 
invest the funds paid to it by reason of such loss for the benefit of the 
holders of outstanding revenue bonds of the AUTHORITY, and when 
upon receipt of sufficient rentals from the TOWNSHIP which, together 
with the proceeds of the insurance, will be sufficient to pay the 
principal and interest upon all outstanding revenue bonds of the 
AUTHORITY, said moneys shall be deposited by the AUTHORITY in 
trust for the benefit of the bondholders and used to pay the principal 
and interest on said bonds as they mature or as said bonds become 
callable. Such funds so held may be invested in bonds, notes, bills and 
certificates of the United States of America. 

11. The TOWNSHIP shall provide liability insurance in an adequate 
amount protecting the AUTHORITY and the TOWNSHIP against loss 
on account of damage or injury to persons or property, imposed by 
reason of the ownership of the Project, or resulting from any act of 
omission or commission on the part of the AUTHORITY, or the 
TOWNSHIP, their agents, officers and employees, in connection with 
the operation, maintenance or repair of said Project, or the furnishings 
of any service to the TOWNSHIP, the AUTHORITY shall require a 
sufficient fidelity bond from any person handling the funds of the 
AUTHORITY 

1 2. The leasehold rights, duties and obligations of the TOWNSHIP, as 
specified in this contract, shall not be assigned nor sublet in whole or in 
part during the terms of this contract or while any of the revenue bonds 
of the AUTHORITY issued for the purpose of defraying the cost of the 
Project are outstanding and unpaid; provided, however, that the 
TOWNSHIP may provide space in the Project for the local District 
Court. 

13. The AUTHORITY, its agents, servants, or employees, shall have 
the right at all times of entering upon the leased premises for the 
purpose of inspecting said property and determining whether all of the 
terms, agreements, covenants and conditions herein contained are being 
complied with. 

14. The TOWNSHIP covenants and agrees that it will continue to 
pay to the AUTHORITY, in accordance with the terms of this contract, 
the fixed annual rentals herein specified and the operation and 
maintenance costs of the Project herein established, without abatement 
for any cause or reason whatsoever, until the principal and interest of 
all revenue bonds issued by the AUTHORITY to finance the cost of 
acquisition, construction and development of the Project are paid in 
full. 

15. The TOWNSHIP covenants and agrees that If. before all revenue 
bonds issued by the AUTHORITY to defray the cost of the Project 
have been retired, default shall at any time be made by the TOWNSHIP 
in payments of the fixed annual rentals or operation and maintenance 
costs, as herein required, the AUTHORITY shall have the right to use 
all the remedies provided by law to correct said default, including those 
specifically set forth in Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as 
amended. 

In addition to the other remedies provided by law, the parties 
hereto recognize the rights and remedies which exist in bondholders by 
virtue of the provisions of Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as 
amended, and ordinance to be enacted by the AUTHORITY providing 
for the issuance of revenue bonds under the provisions of said Act, as 
provided for and authorized by the provisions of Act 31, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1948 (First Exffu Session), as amended. 

16' The AUTHORITY and the TOWNSHIP each recognize that the 
holders from time to time of the revenue bonds of the AUTHORITY 
issued pursuant to law to defray the cost of the Project will have 
contractual rights in this Lease, and it is, therefore, convcnanted and 
agreed by each of them so long as any of said revenue bonds shall 
remain outstanding and unpaid, the provisions of this Lease shall not be 
subject to any alteration or revision which would in any manner 
unfavorably affect cither the security of the bonds or the prompt 
payment of principal or interest thereon, the AUTHORITY and the 
TOWNSHIP further covenant and agree that they will each comply with 
their respective duties and obligations under the terms of this Lease 
promptly, at ihe times and in the manner herein set forth, and will not 
suffer to be done any act which would in any way impair the said 


bonds, the security therefor, or the prompt payment of principal and 
interest thereon. 

17. Any notice necessary or proper to be given to any of the parties 
hereto may be served in the following manner: 

(a) If to the AUTHORITY, by delivering the same to any member 
of the Commission thereof. 

(b) If to the TOWNSHIP, by delivering the same to the Township 
Gerk or his deputy. 

18. This Lease shall remain in full force and effect for a period of 
forty (40) years from the date hereof, or until such lesser time as the 
revenue bonds issued by the AUTHORITY to defray the cost of the 
Project arc paid in full. At such time within the forty-year term as all of 
said revenue bonds and the interest thereon are paid, this contract may 
be altered or changed by consent of the parties hereto, or the same may 
be terminated by consent and title to the Project conveyed to the 
TOWNSHIP in manner contemplated by Act 31, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1948 (First Extra Session), as amended. 

19. The TOWNSHIP fuUy recognizes that the AUTHORITY, 
pursuant to the authorization provided in Act 31, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1948 (First Extra Session), as amended, will issue its revenue 
bonds in anticipation of and secured by a pledge of the fixed annual 
rentals to be paid by the TOWNSHIP to the AUTHORITY pursuant to 
this agreement to provide the funds necessary to acquire the Project, 
and that by reason thereof said fixed annual rentals provided in this 
agreement are contract obligations in anticipation of which the bonds 
of the AUTHORITY are to be issued, and the following quoted 
provision of the Michigan Constitution of 1963, being the applicable 
portion of Section 6, Article IX thereof, applies to the obligation of the 
TOWNSHIP to provide the funds to pay said fixed annual rentals, to 
wit: 


“—The foregoing limitations shall not apply to taxes imposed for 
the payment of principal and interest on bonds or other 
evidences of indebtedness or for the payment of assessments or 
contract obligations in anticipation of which bonds are issued, 
which taxes may be imposed without limitation as to rate or 
amount—” 

By virtue of said constitutional provision the obligation of the 
TOWNSHIP to pay the fixed annual rentals under this agreement is a 
general obligation of the TOWNSHIP, and said TOWNSHIP docs hereby 
covenant and agree that, to the extent necessary to raise the sums to 
meet its fixed annual rentals under the terms of this agreement, in 
anticipation of which the revenue bonds of the AUTHORITY are to be 
issued, it will levy annually as required taxes for such purpose upon all 
taxable property in the TOWNSHIP, without limitation as to rate or 
amount, provided, however, that if a court of competent jurisdiction, 
by final order, judpient or decree, determines that said quoted 
constitutional provision is inapplicable to . the fixed annual rentals 
provided in this agreement, the TOWNSHIP docs nevertheless fully 
recognize and affirm its duty and obligation under the law and this 
agreement to include the amount of said fixed annual rentals in its 
annual budgets, as hereinbefore provided, and to pay the same out of 
Township general funds as an essential annual operating expense of the 
TOWNSHIP. 

20. The AUTHORITY covenants that the TOWNSHIP, upon 
compliance' with the terms of this Lease, shall and may peacefully and 
quietly have and hold and enjoy the leased premises for the terms 
herein provided. 

21. This contract shall inure to the benefit of and be binding upon the 
respective parties hereto, their successors and assigns. 

22. If for any reason the revenue bonds hereinbefore mentioned 

cannot be lawfully sold, or in the further event the parties hereto shall 
not agree upon the specifications of the Project and as a result of said 
disagreement none of the revenue bonds are issued by the 
AUTHORITY, this agreement shall be of no force and effect: Provided, 
however, that in no event shall this agreement become null and void if 
the said revenue bonds mentioned above are sold and issued by the 
AUTHORITY. , 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the Township of Romulus Building 
Authority, by its Commission, and the Township of Romulus, Wayne 
County, Michigan, by its Board of Trustees, have each caused its name 
to be signed to this instrument by its duly authorized officers and its 
seal to be affixed hereto the day and year first above written.

(0 The term “fixed annual rentals” as used herein shall be 
construed to mean the fixed annual rentals as provided and 
defined in paragraph 3 of the contract to be paid annually to the 
Authority by the Township. Said term shall be considered to have 
the same meaning and purport as the term “net revenues” as 
specified in Section 3 of Act 94. Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, 
as amended. 

Section 2. Declaration of Necessity. It is hereby determined to be 
necessary and advisable for the Authority to acquire, furnish and equip 
the project as provided and specified in the contract. 

Section 3. Estimated Cost; Period of Usefulness. The total estimated 
cost of the project, including the payment of the incidental expenses 
specified in Section 4 hereof, which estimated cost is One Million Nine 
Hundred Seventy-five Thousand ($1,975,000.00) Dollars, is hereby 
approved and confirmed, and the estimated period of usefulness of the 
project is determined to be not less than forty (40) years. 

Section 4. Issuance of Revenue Bonds. For the purpose of paying the 
cost of acquiring, furnishing and equipping the project, including the 
payment of architects' fees, legal and financing fees, eight months’ 
capitalized interest and other expenses incidental to the financing, there 
be borrowed on the credit of the net revenues of the project, consisting 
of the fixed annual rentals, the sum of One Million Nine Hundred 
Seventy-five Thousand ($1,975,00.00) Dollars, and that in evidence 
thereof there be issued the negotiable revenue bonds of the Authority 
in the principal amount of One Million Nine Hundred Seventy-five 
Thousand ($1,975,000.00) Dollars, which bonds are sometimes referred 
to in this Ordinance as the “bonds.”

S 90,000.00 May 1, 1987; 

$ 95,000.00 May 1, 1988; , 

$100,000.00 May 1st of each of the years 1989 and 1990; 

$105,000.00 May 1, 1991; 

S110.000.00 May 1, 1992; 

$115,000.00 May 1, 1993; 

$120,000.00 May 1st of each of the years 1994 and 1995; 

$100,000.00 May 1,1996. 

Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate or rates not exceeding six per 
cent (6%) per annum, payable on November 1, 1969. and semi-annually 
thereafter on May 1st and November 1st of each year, both principal 
and interest to be payable in lawful money of the United States of 
America at a bank or trust company qualified to act as paying agent, to 
be designated by the manager of the account purchasing the bonds and 
approved by the Commission of the Authority.

Section 7. Security for Bonds; Lien. The bonds are issued in 
anticipation of the payment of the fixed annual rentals which are 
contractual obligations of the County pursuant to the contract. Said 
bonds and the attached coupons shall not be a general obligation or 
indebtedness. of the Authority, but shall be payable solely from the 
fixed annual rentals received by the Authority pursuant to the contract. 
To secure such payment, all of such fixed annual rentals are hereby 
pledged solely and only for the payment of the bonds, and a statutory 
first lien is established against such rentals for such purpose. 

Section 8. Remedies. The holder or holders of said bonds or coupons 
representing in the aggregate not less than twenty per cent (20%) of the 
entire issue then outstanding may, either at law or in equity, by suit, 
action, mandamus or other proceedings, enforce and compel 
performance of all duties of the Authority or its officers, including the 
collection of fixed annual rentals, the proper segregation and 
application thereof as required by this Ordinance, and all other duties 
required to be performed by the Authority pursuant to the contract 
and this Ordinance. 

If there be any default in the payment of the principal of or interest 
upon any of said bonds, any court having jurisdiction in any proper 
action may appoint a receiver to administer and operate said project on 
behalf of the Authority, and under the direction of said court and by 
and with the approval of said court, to perform all of the duties of the 
Authority and its officers more particularly set forth in the contract, 
this Ordinance and in Act 31. Public Acts of Michigan, 1948 (First 
Extra Session), as amended, and in Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1933, as amended. 

Section 9. Operation of Project. Pursuant to the terms of the contract, 
the operation, maintenance and management of the profect shall be the 
obligation of the Township, said contract constituting and being a “net 
lease.” 

Section 10. Operating Year. The project shall be operated on the basis 
of a fiscal year commencing April 1st and ending March 31st next 
following. 

Section 11. Rates. The fixed annual rentals provided by the contract 
are hereby established and fixed as the rates to be charged to the 
Township for the use of the project. Such fixed annual rentals are 
estimated to be sufficient to provide for the payment of the interest 
upon and the principal of all the bonds as and when the same become 
due and payable and the creation of a debt service reserve therefor. 
Such fixed annual rentals shall not be reduced until such time as all 
bonds and the interest thereon arc paid in full, or sufficient funds for 
their payment in full have been accumulated. Such fixed annual rentals 
shall be increased by the Authority, as provided in the contract, if 
necessary to meet its obligations on the bonds. 

Section 12, Funds. The fixed annual rentals paid to the Authority,

The 
contract provides that operation, maintenance and administration of 
the project is the total obligation of the Township, as lessee, and thus 
the fixed annual rentals provided in the lease are net to the Authority 
and pledged solely for debt retirement represented by this bond issue. 
Thus no Authority operation and maintenance fund is established, as 
there would be no revenues allocable thereto. The Authority, therefore, 
determines that the plans and procedures herein followed comply with 
all substantive provisions of Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as 
amended, in that operation and maintenance of the project is fully 
contracted for, and a maximum security for the bonds is provided by a 
pledge of all of the fixed annual rentals established in the contract.

Michigan, designated MUNICIPAL CENTER 
CONSTRUCTION FUND, except that the amount set aside as 
capitalized interest, less any premium and the accrued interest received 
on delivery of the bonds, and such premium and accrued interest, shall 
be deposited into the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund. Said 
moneys in said Construction Fund shall be used solely and only to pay 
costs of the project and any legal financing or other expenses incident 
thereto on authorization of the Commission of the Authority in 
accordance with the provisions of the contract. If any moneys remain 
in said fund after payment of all of such costs, such moneys shall be 
deposited into the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund. 

Section 15. Investment of Funds. Moneys in the funds and accounts 
established by this Ordinance may be invested by the Authority in 
bonds, notes, bills and certificates of the United States of America, 
subject to the provisions of Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as 
amended. In the event such investments arc made, the securities 
representing the same shall be kept on deposit with the depositary or 
depositaries of the fund or funds from which such investments are 
made, and such securities and the income therefrom shall become a part 
of such funds. 

Section 16. Covenants of Authority. The Authority covenants and 
agrees with the successive holders of the bonds and coupons that so 
long as any of the bonds remain outstanding and unpaid as to either 
principal or intercst- 

(a) The Authority will punctually perform all of its obligations 
and duties under this Ordinance and the contract herein set forth, 
and will collect, segregate and apply the rentals and payments in 
the manner required under this Ordinance and the contract. 

(b) The Authority will maintain and keep proper books of record 
and account relating to the operation of the project and the 
rentals and payments received therefrom pursuant to the 
contract. Not later than throe (3) months after the“closci>Tcach 
operating year, the Commission will cause to be prepared a 
statement, in reasonable detail, swom to by its chief accounting 
officer, showing the cash receipts and disbursements during such 
operating year, the assets and liabilities of the project at the 
beginning and close of the operating year, and such other 
information as may be necessary to enable any taxpayer or any 
holder or owmer of the bonds, or anyone acting in their behalf, to 
be fully informed as to all matters pertaining to the financial 
operation of the project during such year. A certified copy of said 
statement shall be filed with the Township Clerk and with the 
Municipal Finance Commission, and a copy shall also be sent to 
the manager or managers of the account purchasing the bonds. 
The Commission shall also cause an annual audit of such books of 
record and account for the preceding operating year to be made 
by a recognized independent certified public account, and shall 
mail such audit to the manager of the syndicate or account 
purchasing the bonds. At the option of the Authority the 
aforesaid audit may be submitted in place of the aforesaid report 
required above. 

(c) The Authority will not sell or otherwise dispose of any 
substantial portion of the project until all of the bonds have been 
paid in full, both as to principal and interest, and will not do or 
suffer to be done any act which would affect the project in such a 
way as to impair or affect unfavorably the security of the bonds. 

Section 17. Additional Bonds. Nothing contained in this Ordinance 
shall be construed to prevent the Authority from issuing revenue bonds 
to finance the construction of additions to the present project or any 
new buildings or projects within the scope of its corporate powers, but 
said bonds shall be payable out of, and have a first lien on, the net 
revenues or annual rentals for space in such new projects, and shall in 
no way have any lien on or be payable out of any of the rentals pledged 
to the payment of the bonds of this authorized issue or any additional 
bonds issued to complete the project in accordance with the 
authorization provided in the contract. The Authority shall also have 
power to issue additional bonds to complete the project but only as 
authorized in the contract. 

Section 18. Contract with Bondholders. The provisions of this 
Ordinance, together with the contract herein set forth, shall constitute 
a contract between the Authority and the holder or holders of the 
bonds from time to time, and after the issuance of any of such bonds, 
no change, variation or alteration of the provisions of this Ordinance, or 
the contract, may be made which would lessen the security for the 
bonds. The provisions of this Ordinance and the contract shall be 
enforceable by appropriate proceedings taken by such holder or 
holders, either at law or in equity.

WASHINGTON, D. C. - 
Congressman William D. Ford 
(D), 1 5th District, has 

co-sponsored legislation to 
establish national minimum 
standards for welfa're 
recipients. 

“It is time to face up to the 
deficiencies in our present 
welfare system, and work to 
correct them,” Congressman 
Ford declared. “Public 
welfare, as it is structured and 
administered today is one of 
the greal failu res in 
Government attempts to meet 
the needs of the people. 

“Each individual has the 
right to be free from 
starvation, the right no\ to 
have his body and mind 
permanently scarred by early 
malnutrition, the right to a 
decent education and a decent 
job - in other words, the right 
to be given a chance to become 
a contributing member of 
society. 

“These rights belong to a 
person by virtue of his being a 
human being and an American 
citizen,” Congressman Ford 
asserted. His accidental 
geographic location in one 
state or another should have 
nothing td do with these 
rights.” ' 

• * • 

THE CONGRESSMAN 
pointed out,' however, that 
public assistance benefits are 
applied unequally from state to 
state 

In Michigan, Ford said, the 
average monthly payment in 
1965 for families with 
dependent children was 
SI 47.09. In Mississippi, it was 
only S33.99. The average 
payment per recipient in 
Michigan was $35.99. 
compared to S8.16 in 
Mississippi. 

“This inequality is 
disturbing,” Ford said. “It 
encourages the movement of 
families from low-payment 
states to high payment states. 
In Michigan, wc already have 
well over 155,000 persons 
drawing benefits under the 


aid-to-dependent 

program.”

HE DECLARED that present 
welfare patterns were largely 
responsible for the heavy 
increase in recent years in the 
number of persons on welfare 
rolls in industrial centers, such 
as the Detroit Metropolitan 
area. 

“The legislation I am 
proposing would remedy this 
situation in two ways. It would 
make payments standard 
throughout the country, and it 
would make eligibility 


requirements standard, thereby 
discouraging migration to other 
states or areas,” Congressman 
Ford said. 

“The bill would give the 
Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare the power to set 
minimum standards for the 
amount of aid to be given, and 
also for determining who is 
eligible for assistance. 

“1 do not think this 
legislation will completely 
solve the problem,” 
Congressman Ford said, “But I 
think it will be a big step in the 
right direction.”

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Wayne County Approves 
Fair Employment Agency 


Local Astral Rebekah Lodge Holds An Annual Visitation 


Wayne County will have the 
first county-level fair 
employment agency in 
Michigan. 

Opening of the office has 
been authorized by the County 
Board of Supervisors as a move 
to combat discrimination on 
grounds such as race and 
religion on the hiring and 
promotion of county 
employees. 

The Board of Supervisors, 
(meeting Feb. 20), also moved 
to improve law enforcement by 
authorizing the hiring of 15 
additional guards for the 
county jail, two attorneys and 
two office workers for the 
prosecuting attorney, and five 
probation officers for Detroit 
Recorder’s Court. The county 
shares the cost of Recorder’s 
Court. 

Expenditure of up to 
$33,200 for establishing and 
staffing of the Office of 
Human Relations was approved 
by the supervisors. The salary 
for the director of human 
relations was set at $17,961. 
The balance of the 
appropriation is for a secretary 
and offite expenses. 

* * • 

FUNDS FOR the new office 
and for the additional law 
enforcement positions were 
included in the budget for the 
current fiscal year by the 
former Board of Supervisors. 
Filling of all new positions in 
county government was frozen 
by the old board, pending 
review of the need for each 
new position. 

The Michigan Civil Rights 
Commission recently studied 
hiring and promotion patterns 
in the county government at 
the request of the Board of 
Supervisors. The study 
concluded that evidence of 
racial discrimination existed. 

In recommending immediate 


creation of the fair 
employment agency, the 
Supervisors Human Relations 
Committee, headed by 5th 
District Supervisor William L. 
Dunbar, of Detroit, described 
the move as “long overdue.” 

The office is expected to be 
functioning within a few 
weeks. The director will be 
chosen from an eligible list of 
three persons. The list was 
established by the County Civil 
Service Commission on a basis 
of competitive examinations 
taken by all the applicants. 
Nearly 100 persons applied. 

In recommending the 
additional probation officers 
for Recorder’s Court, the 
Supervisors Judiciary 
Committee reported that 
probation caseloads at the 
court are “substantially in 
excess” of the levels 
recommended by the Michigan 
Department of Corrections. 
Seventh District Supervisor 
Eugene A. Sikora is chairman 
of the Judiciary Committee. 

• • * 

IN OTHER action, the Board 
of Supervisors: 

• Approved an application 
for $46,667 in Federal funds 
to help finance a six-month 
extension of a $70,000 study 
designed to blueprint a 
comprehensive plan for crime 
control and prevention in 
Wayne County. 

• Approved an application 
for SI 27,036 in funds from the 
U.S. Public Health Service for 
continued Federal support of 
the Artificial Kidney Center at 
Wayne County General 
Hospital. A current federal 
grant expires June 30. The 
center, which maintains a total 
of 16 victims of kidney failure, 
is the largest artificial kidney 
unit in the Midwest and one? of 
the three largest in the nation. 

• Set the county’s legislative 


goals for the current session of 
the State Legislature. Ihe 
county will urge the state to 
take over a greater share of the 
cost of caring for the sick, 
dependent children, and the 
mentally ill, and the cost of the 
court probation departments.

YPSI L ANTI — Eastern 
Michigan University has been 
designated as a test center for 
administering the National 
Teacher Examinations on April 
12, Wilbur A. Williams, 
Chairman of the Division of 
Educational Psychology, 
announced today. 

College seniors preparing to 
teach and teachers applying for 
positions in school systems 
which encourage or require 
submission of NTE scores are 
eligible to take the test. Last 
year more than 98,000 
candidates took the 


examinations, which are 
prepared by Educational 
Testing Service, Princeton, N.J. 

The designation of Eastern as 
a test center will give 
prospective teachers in this 
area an oppprtunity to compare 
their pertormance with that of 
candidates throughout the 
country. 

At the one-day session, a 
candidate may take the 
Common Examinations, which 
include tests in professional 
education and general 
education, and one of 15 
Teaching Area Examinations, 


which are designed to evaluate 
understanding of the subject 
matter and methods applicable 
to the area he may be assigned 
to teach.

speaks on conference 
objectives. 

“Protection of water supplies 
in areas undergoing land use 
change and developments of 
vital concern to all of us.” Ball 
said. “Exposure of bare soil 
during residential and 
commercial construction, and 
the building of highways, is a 
major factor in the high rate of 
sediment damage to our water 
supplies.” 

Ball said that farm erosion 
was also a major concern, and 


that soil conservation districts 
have involved thousands of 
citizens and landowners in 
solving this problem. 

The conference will focus 
special attention on mineral 
sediment which is moved by 
water or air. Sponsoring the 
all-day session, which includes 
luncheon, is the State Soil 
Conservation committee of the 
Michigan Department of 
Agriculture, with assistance of 
the State Water Resources 
commission and other state 
and federal agencies.'

The jail, with a planned 
capacity of 1 ,200, now has a 
population of more than 
1 ,500. About 300 prisoners are 
sleeping on mattresses on the 
floor. .» 

In recommending the extra 
guards, Ralph Patrick Turco, of 
Westland, 25th District 
Supervisor and chairman of the 
Supervisors Committee on Law 
Enforcement and Public 
Safety, said his committee will 
seek ways to reduce the jail 
population. Bringing prisoners 
to trial more quickly is among 
the possibilities, he said.
